Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claim 1, 2, 5-12 and 15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record either singularly or in combination failed to anticipate or render obvious the 
limitations of coupling the electric connection contacts to the conductor pattern, and 
subsequently separating the semiconductor devices from the semiconductor substrate 
as required by claim 1 .
